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DETAILED ACTION 


This Office action is responsive to the amendment filed on November 15, 2001. 

1. Claims 1-8 and 10-14 are allowed. 

2. Claims 1-8 and 10-14 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures 
set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), claims 15-22 are 
directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, claims 15-22 now subject to being rejoined. 
Claims 15-22 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

3. Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on 2/1 1/03 is hereby 
withdrawn. 

4. Since the Process claims (e.g., 15-22) include all the limitations of the patentable product, 
these process claims are also allowed. 

5. Claims 1-8 and 10-22 are allowed and renumbered as 1-9, 1 1, 10, and 12-21, 
respectively. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
whether taken singularly or in combination fail to anticipate or fairly suggest: the stacked wiring 
boards including an uppermost wiring board and in undermost wiring board, and at least one of 
the uppermost wiring board and the undermost wiring board having near-edge electrical contacts 
without the apertures, as recited in independent claims 1 and 15, especially when these 
limitations are considered within the specific combination claimed.
